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A FAMILIAR SOUND 
The Ptesident’s general proposition that workers 
should not bear the burden of 
a “ temporary busi­ 
ness recession” —that management 
and capital, in­ 
stead, should take all the loss and, furthermore, 
should cut prices to stimulate volume buy ing in order 
to restore production—sounds 
all right. 
Few will 
argue about it on the "temporary ” basis. 
“ If industries reduce wages this winter and spring 
they will be deliberately encouraging the withhold­ 
ing of buy ing—they will be 
fostering a downward 
spiral and they will make it necessary for their gov­ 
ernment to consider other means of creating purchas­ 
ing power,” Mr. Roosevelt warns. 
This has a familiar 
sound. 
It is the same attitude the government held before 
lt33. when prosperity was Just around the comer. 
Wages were to be held up. on the theory that cutting 
them would aggravate deflation 
'The Ford Motor 
CO., It is recalled, went so far as to raise wages, con­ 
trary to the prevailing 
trend. 
The 
technique 
of 
■pending public money to create purchasing power 
wasn’t so well developed 
then as 
It now, though 
President Hoover adopted the principle 
of public 
works to offset decreasing private employ ment, but 
it was recognized that purchasing power was a prime 
slty in dealing with a downwurd spiral of busl- 
activity . 
Ultimately , however, as prices sagged 
further and further, wages could not be held up any 
longer, not because capital and management wanted 
to let them collapse but because the wherewithal to 
pay them was lacking. 
Wage reductions do affect purchasing power, no 
doubt about it. 
Every intelligent employ er would 
prefer never to reduce wages again in 
his life, That 
would mean an end to hard times, which is like say ing 
that if there were no more red spots there would be 
no more mrnslea. 
For wage reductions are not the 
cause of slumps; they aje un effect. 
As one of the factors in cost of production, wages 
reflect the conditions of production, regardless of the 
sy stem 
A Russian 
workman who goes hungry be­ 
cause his food card doesn't entitle him to the food he 
wants and an American workman who can't buy 
enough to eat on the wages he makes both know 
that eating is more important than economic theory 
When times are good, they eat. When times are bad. 
they are hungry . 
No one y et has discovered the 
secret of constant prosperity . 
In other words, the key to the President's proposi­ 
tion about maintaining wages is the duration of the 
recession 
If. as lie believes, it is temporary , he can 
depend on employ ers to try to maintain wages, just 
as President Hoover was able to depend on them to 
c<©p< rute so long as they 
were 
able to stand the 
strain 
But In a long recession, depression, or what­ 
ever it may be called, wages Inevitably will reflect 
deflation, not to please management, not to please 
bondholders, not to displease Mr Roosevelt, nor to 
aggrtu ate the depression, but because it's Impossible 
to squeeze blood out of a turnip. This is true despite 
ex ceptional cases which may be paraded in an at­ 
tempt to prove the contrary . 
As for price reductions, 
which the President now 
urges as desirable, it only is 
that price boosting was the aim in 1933, 1934 and 1935 
to understand that here is something which will 
need little encouragement from central authority 
if 
business activity does not resume an upward trend. 
The President speaks for every American in hoping 
the slump In production and buy ing will 
be temporary . 
It’s easy to imagine Herbert Hoover sending a post­ 
card to Franklin D. Roosevelt at the White House; 
‘‘How're y ou doing and 
p lea se accept my sy mpathy .”

CINCINNATI, Jan. 28.—Year In 
and year out several million base­ 
ball fans of the nation “lay cash 
on the line,” but few of them ever 
give a thought to what becomes 
of the money they pay at the gate. 
General Manager Warren Giles 
of the Cincinnati Reds “let his hair 
down" and revealed how each dol­ 
lar received by a typical big league 
club during an average year was 
used. 
The price of general admission 
grandstand seats at Crosley field is 
$1.10. 
This 
particular 
priced 
ticket constitutes the heavy per­ 
centage of all admissions sold. 
When a fan buys a “dollar- 
ten” ticket at the Cincinnati 
park he immediately contrib­ 
utes 10 cents in taxes to the 
Federal government and three 
rents to the state government, 
leaving 
the 
management 
97 
cents. 
All National league clubs, when 
on the road, receive approximately 
24 cents out of each paid admis­ 
sion, and league headquarters cut 
in for an additional two cents, 90 
th at out of the $1,10 collected the 
Cincinnati 
management 
has 
73 
cents left tor Itself. 
That 73 cents figuratively be­ 
comes the club’s baseball dollar for 
operating 
expenses, 
as 
revenue 
from concessions, billboard adver­ 
tising, programs, radio rights, box 
seats, etc., brings

within a reasonable distance of $1 
for each grandstand admirUon.

HELDBVEOURT 


17th 
Century 
Go belins 
Said To Hav e Been 
Sto len In 19 3 2

CLEVELAND, Jan. 28 -S ix 17th 
century Gobelin tapestries w orth a 
icing's ransom were under the Juris­ 
diction of a Cleveland court today 
| —there to rem ain until a Judge un­ 
ravels a fantastic skein of circum ­ 
stances to determ ine their rightful 
owner. 
Woven from designs by the D utch 
artLst. Peter Paul Rubens, th e works 
of a rt depict scenes from H om er’s 
Odyssey. 
Claims They W ere Stolen 
Jam es 
W. 
Ryan, 
attorney 
for 
Morgan B rothers warehouse of New 
York, said the tapestries were stolen 
from his clients in 1932. He insti­ 
tuted a nationw ide hunt, R yan said, 
but until a few weeks ago th eir 
whereabouts were unknown. 
Receives O ffer 
O. Harold Edgel. Boston m useum 
curator, received an offer from a 
Cleveland lawyer, Ryan said, to sell 
“six tapestries for $200,000 which 
are worth m uch more.** 


This led to th eir discovery in a 
Cleveland storage warehouse. 
Ryan started a replevin suit, con­ 
testing wiuch are F rancis Zim m er 
and 
George 
F 
Ebonger, 
form er 
operators of a Cleveland club 
Zimmer declined to nam e an a t­ 
torney he said w anted to purchase 


j the tapestries on condition th a t he 
receive a legal title. 
"I asked the departm ent of Justice 
myself to trace them .” said Zimmer, 
who claimed a W arren, O., business 
m an posted the tapestries as se­ 
curity for a $15.000 loan in 1932. The 
acquaintance told him. Zim m er said, 
th a t he bought the tapestries from 
a man who obtained them from j 
Fox Film Corp at New York, and 
Insured them for $60,000. 
Borrower Dead 
The borrower died two years ago 
without repaying the loan, Zimmer 
said, adding th a t he tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to locate an heir or an 
insurance company holding a policy 
on the rare hangings. 
Ryan explained at New York th a t 
as a result of litigation following 
receivership for the Fox Film C orp.,! 
the tapestries became the Morgan 
Brothers’ property.

an answer in the suit.
